Building Labor 
..; . . 


A building employer in the East reports that bricklayers are 


laying more brick than they have tor several years. Before 
the war they ordinarily layed about 1200 a day. After the war 
it "was often charged'that they were only laying about one- 
fourth that many. A few months ago the usual number a day, 
this employer says was about 600. Now it is back to 1200. 


It should be worth knowing whether this account is accu- 


rate, and" whether it applies generally. The employer quoted 
seems to think it does. He draws from it a conclusion that he 
applies to the whole building industry. 


More or less "slacking" was natural, he remarks, in a period 


of great demand for Buildings and an inadequate supply of 
building labor. With the building famine almost wholly re- 
lieved, and with a prospect of slacker times, the building trades, 
he'says, are speeding up "to keep their jobs." 


There may be truth in this, even though the workmen them- 


selves are not clearly conscious of it. And if they are speeding 


. up it may be from more or less instinctive appreciation of an 


economic law that working groups talk and act as if there were 
only so much labor to be done in the world, and if they got 
it done prematurely, by extra effort, they would be left jobless. 
The fact is that in a great industrial country like the United 
States where many industries are interwoven and prosperity 
iia matter of independence, efffcient work is likely to produce 
more work. 


In the present case for example, if the building boom comes 


to an end soon,, it will be not so much because the country is 
"all built up" as because, with the most urgent needs satisfied, 
people cannot afford to pay present-costs of construction any 
more. If costs of production are lowered by more productive 
labor or lower material prices, or both, building activity will 
be stimulated and prolonged.

washed away and others collapsed af- 
ter being weakened by the floods and 
storms.
